A&s,that was 
the ſpeakerin the ambaſlage from Ie- 
ruſalem to Felix the gouerner,againſt 
Paule,'in the defence of ceremonies,a- 
brogared for the ouerthrowe of the 
Goſpel, & ſo repreſenteth the papiſts, 
that maintaine their traiſh, to the roo- 
ting out of truereligion. Demetrrins is 
he of whom mention is made,in Aces 
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19. that was enemie to Pawe , becauſe 
helined by an vnlawtull trade,and for 
that cauſe doth play the part of an vc- 
rer. Paule was the detender,you knowe 
'of the Goſpel in ſinceritie,& he whoſe 
pen the holy Ghoſt did veto expreſle 
the diſcipline of the church moſtclere- 
ly, and therefore ſpeakerth for the mi- 
nilters of our time,that ſtand for refor- 
mation. Pandochys is an In-keeperin 
Greeke, anditisas much as to ſaye,a 
recetuerof all, and a ſoother of euerye 
man for his gaine; ſo that the perſons 
in thcir nature thus conſidered : itre- 
maineth that thou wouldeſt be intrea- 
ted by me,whoſoeuer thou arr,to who 
this little booke ſhall come, that thou 
wouldeſt in reading of it,ſet al afteio 
aſide,and neither belieue it, becauſe on 
of thy diſpoſitto did pen it,neither yet 
reicCtit, becauſeit was nor compoſed 
by one of thy complexion ; but conſt»
